1. Claims 1 to 5 and 8 have been renumbered as claims 9 to 13 and 14, respectively. 

2. The finality of the action mailed 3 September 2002, Paper No. 20, is withdrawn. The 
present rejection is made final as necessitated by the amendment of 20 August 2002, Paper 19. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

4. Claims 9-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Doi (US 
5052662). 

Doi discloses a spring/mass vibratory force coupler with variable damping and variable 
spring stiffness for coupling masses to a reference mass including a first mass (the engine) 
coupled to a second mass (the chassis) via a first spring (a first spring is inherent to the 
disclosure of Doi since the engine mounted to the chassis at multiple locations) and a second 
spring 16, independent of the first spring, arranged in parallel, a damper 32, 34, 44, arranged 
between the second spring and the first mass wherein a damping function of the damper may be 
varied based on an application of a voltage to an electrorheological or magnetorheological fluid 
contained therein (see col. 5 lines 35-37). 
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Re claim 10, thick plate 40a causes relatively high expansive spring characteristics, see 
col. 4 lines 43-45. 

Re claim 1 1, see ERF col. 5 line 21 . 

Re claim 12, an auxiliary mass is part of the engine mount located at another point on the 

chassis. 

Re claim 13, see air chamber, col. 4 line 39. 
Re claim 14, see title. 

Response to Arguments
